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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

Claim 7 is objected to because of the following informalities: 
Claim 7, line 1, after comprising inserts 

Claim 7, lines 4, 6, 1 1, "amplifier unit" should correctly be -final amplifier unit-. 
Claim 7, line 4, "the input port" should correctly be -an input port-. 
Claim 7, line 9, "supply power" should correctly be -power supply units-. 
Claim 9, line 4, "the amplifier unit" should correctly be -the final amplifier unit-. 
Claim 10, line 2, "the amplifier unit" should correctly be -the final amplifier unit-. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1, 4, 5-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1, lines 11-15, the wording in this limitation need to be altered since it is 
not clear and "a further controllable input" in particular. The phrase "the original input 
signal is reconstructed by changing dependent on ..." is indefinite since the examiner 
is unable to determine what is being claimed. 

Claims 1, 4, 5, "and/or" appears to be unclear/indefinite as to which one is being 
claimed. Should "and/or" be replaced with -either ... or- instead. 
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Claim 1 recites the limitation "the respective provided power supply" in line 12; 
" the input power level" in line 13; " the biasing voltage" in line 13; and " the biasing 
current" in line 13. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the 
claim. 

Claim 1, line 13, "the control input" should correctly be -a control input-. 

Claim 5 recites the limitation " the changeable amplifier unit ..."; " the modulation 
bandwidth". There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 7, lines 9-10, it is not clear which "a further amplifier unit" since applicant 
invention only disclose one Amplifier. 

Claim 7, lines 9-1 1 , the wording in this limitation need to be altered since it is not 
clear and "a further amplifier unit input" in particular. The phrase "means for controlling 
dependent on ..." is indefinite since the examiner is unable to determine what is being 
claimed. Is "dependent on" really necessary in this limitation? Can it be deleted? 

Claims 7-10, "and/or" appears to be unclear/indefinite as to which one is being 
claimed. Should "and/or" be replaced with -either ... or- instead. 

Claim 7 recites the limitation " the phase modulated signal" in line 3; " the supply 
port" in line 6; " the input power level" in line 10; " the biasing voltage" in line 10; and " the 
biasing current" in line 11. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in 
the claim. 

Claim 7, line 1 1 , " the control input" should correctly be -a control input-. 
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Claim 9, " the amplifier" in line 2. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this 
limitation in the claim. 



Claims 1-10 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Claims 1-10 call for, among others, a plurality of fixed power supply units with 
different fixed output powers.
